Generation 3 

Daniel DeMott/Dimmitt/Dimmock/ Ward was born 1804 in Bedeque, Lot 26, or Tryon Lot 
28, Prince Edward Island, Canada. PEI's length through the center of the island is about 
140 miles and breadth in the widest part, 34 miles. It is separated from N.S. by the Strait 
of Northumberland, which is only 9 miles broad between Cape Traverse and Cape 
Tormentine. Cabot named it Isle Saint John. It became Prince Edward Island in 1799. 


His parents were Ebenezer Ward and Margaret Clark. Margaret was the daughter of 
John & Dorothy Clarke who came with Samuel Holland to survey PEI in 1764. Daniel 
had a sister, Phoebe Clark Ward, who married William Weeks in PEI. They emigrated to 
Linn Co., IA in 1854 by wagon through Detroit, Michigan with their family of 6 daughters, 
Margaret, Mary, Hannah, Louise, Amelia, Sarah, and 2 sons, Joseph & William. Phoebe 
died 1 Feb 1873 in Linn County and is buried in Pleasant Hill Cemetery, Delaware 
County lowa, USA. There might be two more siblings, John R. Ward and Ebenezer Jr. 
Records weren't required to be kept other than church or town or a mention in the 
newspaper. 


Nothing is known about Daniel until he married his first wife, Margaret Full, in Yarmouth, 
N.S.

Canads West was divided into twenty disticts, which are then subdivided into counties, ndings and townships. The districts vaned greatly in size, 
with the VWestem Distict containing 29 townshps and the Prince Edwerd Distict containing 6. 


As large distncts were setted, and populations gew, smaller disticts were formed from one Berge one. Cobome Distinct was formed from 
Newcestle Distinct; Simcoe Distict was formed from Home Distict and Huron Distict was formed from London Distoct.

Concessions were generally divided into lots of 200 acres each, and half lots of 100 acres each. 


Almost half the surveyed lands of Upper Canads were purchased after 1815 from native tribes.

Harriet delivered a stillborn son in 
Payson, Adams Co., Illinois and died 
Dec. 1861. 

Charles DeWolfe enlisted in the Union 
Army 20 Sept. 1861. Francis enlisted 
Oct. 1863. The family started to fall apart 
without Harriet. Before 1870 the oldest 
had married and left home and the 
remaining children were scattered. 
Where were Daniel's and Harriet’s 
family? Why didn't they step up and take 
the children? Maybe they lost touch with 
all the moving around. Or maybe Daniel 
had no family left. Harriet was the 
youngest so all her siblings would have 
been aging and maybe not able to care 
for young children even if the children 
were split up among several families. It 
may be that Phoebe did take Rosamond 
who married in 1868, Harriet who was in 


Missouri in 1870 or Mollie who perhaps went to the Orphan’s home before Phoebe died 
in 1873 and Albert. Albert enumerated in other census as farm labor would be about 
right for a boy of 12 or more years in that time.

Phoebe Clark Ward born 5 July 1809 in Prince Edward Island was Daniel's sister. She 
married William Weeks 11 Feb. 1834 at the house of John Clark, Tryon, PEI. John was 
a brother to Phoebe’s mother, Margaret Clark who married Ebenezer Ward at Tryon, 
PEI. The Royal Gazette 17 Oct 1791: Was lately married at Tryon, Mr. Ebenezer Ward 
of Bedeque, to Miss Peggy Clark, of Tryon. 


Phoebe, William, and their children (Mary Jane Clark Weeks, Louisa Weeks, Hannah 
Marie Weeks, William H Weeks, Amelia Weeks, Sarah Elizabeth Weeks and Joseph 
Edgar Weeks) immigrated to the U.S. through Detroit, Michigan Feb. 1854 in a wagon.
